PORT  SANITARY  REGULATIONS,  1933. 


■j 


The  Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  1933,  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  May,  1933,  replace  all  the  previous  general  and  special 
Regulations  (1907  to  1926)  dealing  with  Cholera,  Plague  and  Yellow 
Fever.  The  new  Regulations  considerably  modify  and  simplify  the 
general  quarantine  procedure  in  accordance  with  modern  methods  of 
international  interchange  of  information  relating  to  epidemic  diseases. 
Special  measures  are  also  prescribed  for  dealing  with  typhus  and  small¬ 
pox.  Provision  is  also  made  for  the  control  of  persons  embarking  in 
outward  bound  ships  who  are  suffering  from  infectious  disease  or  may 
be  considered  liable  to  transmit  the  disease. 

In  order  as  far  as  possible  to  ensure  uniformity  of  action  at  the 
various  ports  in  the  country,  the  Association  of  Port  Sanitary  Authori¬ 
ties  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  devoted  much 
time  and  given  careful  consideration  to  the  Regulations  and  as  a  result 
the  various  forms  to  be  required  under  the  Regulations  have  been 
standardised.  Copies  of  these  forms  (P.S.l  to  P.S.7)  are  inserted  on 
pages  53  to  61  of  this  report,  excluding  P.S.  3,  which  is  not  us3d  in 
Manchester. 

The  aim  of  the  Regulations  is  to  consolidate  in  one  code  the  whole 
of  the  powers  and  duties  relating  to  the  sanitary  control  of  shipping 
in  Ports.  The  Order  of  1912  relating  to  the  cleansing  of  berths  and 
cabins  is  extended  so  as  to  apply  to  the  whole  of  any  ship  or  any  part 
thereof. 

The  Regulations  also  include  provisions  for  preventing  the  access 
of  rats  to  ships,  and  place  on  a  statutory  basis  the  obligations  assumed 
by  His  Majesty’s  Government  under  the  International  Sanitary  Con¬ 
vention  of  Paris,  1926,  including  the  issue  of  Heratisation  and  Derat- 
isation  Exemption  Certificates. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  arrangements  made  under  the 
Regulations  : — 

1.  For  dealing  with  Declarations  of  Health. 

Every  vessel  is  boarded  at  Eastham  Locks  by  an  officer  of  H.M. 
Customs  who  requires  a  Declaration  of  Health  (Form  P.S.l)  to 
be  filled  up  by  the  masters  of  all  vessels  coming  from  foreign  ports 
which  have  not  called  at  any  other  port  in  the  United  Kingdom 
or  which  have  not  been  dealt  with  by  the  Liverpool  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  (see  paragraph  2).  The  Customs  Officer  delivers  the 
completed  forms  to  the  office  of  this  Authority. 
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2.  Boarding  of  vessels  on  arrival. 

All “infected”  or  “suspected”  vessels,  vessels  from  infected  ports 
and  vessels  with  any  suspicious  case  of  sickness  on  board,  are 
boarded  at  Liverpool  by  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Liverpool  Port 
Sanitary  Authority.  If  for  any  reason  such  a  vessel  escapes 
visitation  whilst  within  the  area  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Liverpool 
Authority,  the  fact  is  reported  by  H.M.  Officer  of  Customs  at 
Eastham  and  when  the  vessel  arrives  within  the  area  of  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Manchester  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  the  vessel 
is  boarded  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  either  at  the  Mode 
Wheel  locks  or  at  the  ordinary  place  of  landing. 

3.  Notification  to  the  Authority  of  inward  vessels  requiring  special 
attention  (wireless  messages,  land  signal  stations,  information  from 
pilots,  Customs  Officers,  etc.). 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  on  page  4  of  the  Declaration 
of  Health,  messages  are  sent  to  the  Liverpool  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  (see  page  56  of  this  Report). 

4.  Mooring  stations  designated  under  Article  10 

Article  10  of  the  Regulations  requires  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  to  establish,  with  the  consent  of  the  Customs  Officer 
and  the  harbour  master,  at  least  one  mooring  station  within  the 
docks  for  ships  which  are  “infected”  or  “suspected”  or  which 
may  otherwise  require  to  be  specially  dealt  with  to  prevent  risk 
of  spread  of  disease.  An  additional  mooring  station  outside  the 
docks  is  also  to  be  established  when  this  can  be  done  satisfactorily. 
Every  mooring  station  must  be  in  such  a  situation  as  to  enable  a 
ship  to  be  moored  without  coming  into  contact  with  other  ships 
or  with  the  shore. 

In  view  of  the  arrangements  between  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authorities  of  Manchester  and  Liverpool,  the  necessity  to  order  a 
ship  to  a  mooring  station  in  the  Port  of  Manchester  is  very  un¬ 
likely  to  arise.  The  Manchester  Ship  Canal  Company  have  been 
very  helpful  in  their  effort  to  meet  the  obligation  and  whilst  the 
Canal  Company  are  not  able  definitely  to  reserve  places  in  the  Canal 
or  Docks  as  designated  mooring  stations,  they  have  agreed  that 
in  case  the  necessity  of  providing  a  mooring  place  should  arise, 
one  or  other  of  the  following  places  in  the  Canal,  if  unoccupied 
by  another  vessel  at  the  time,  would  be  utilised  for  the  purpose, 
having  regard  to  the  position  and  intended  movements  of  the 
vessel. 
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(a)  Within  the  docks  : — 

Barton  Dolphins  adjoining  Barton  Locks. 

Irwell  Park  Wharf,  Eccles. 

Guiness’s  Wharf,  alongside  Trafford  Park. 

(b)  Outside  the  docks.: — 

The  whole  of  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  is  defined  as  a  dock, 
but  the  following  mooring  stations  are  outside  the  principal 
dock  area  : — 

East  Dolphins  near  Eastham  Locks. 

Stanlow  Wharf  near  Ellesmere  Port. 

Dolphins  near  Runcorn  Lay-Bye. 

Lay- Bye  near  Moore  Lane. 

It  is  understood  that  the  designation  of  these  places  does  not 
imply  the  right  to  demand  the  use  of  any  such  places  as  mooring 
stations  unless  circumstances  permit  and  this  would  be  a  matter 
for  consultation  at  the  time  between  the  Port  Medical  Officer  and 
the  Ship  Canal  Company. 

All  berths  provided  by  the  Company  are  for  the  purpose  of 
ordinary  traffic  requirements  but  the  Company  have  undertaken  that 
they  will  at  all  times  render  every  possible  assistance.  Experience 
of  the  harmonious  co-operation  between  the  officers  of  the  Canal 
Company  and  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  leaves  no  doubt 
that  any  emergency  would  be  promptly  and  efficiently  dealt  with. 

Practically  every  emergency  which  may  arise  in  this  Port, 
would  actually  be  dealt  with  in  the  manner  suggested  by  the 
following  paragraph  quoted  from  Circular  1296  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  issued  with  the  Regulations 

Provision  is  made,  however,  in  Articles  12  and  14  for  the 
ship  to  be  dealt  with  at  her  ordinary  berth  if  the  Medical 
Officer  allows,  and  it  is  contemplated  that  with  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  dock  authorities  and  the  masters  of  vessels  in 
securing  the  observance  of  the  Regulations,  and  especially 
in  preventing  unauthorised  persons  from  boarding  or  leaving 
the  ship,  it  will  be  possible  for  the  great  majority  of  unhealthy 
ships  to  be  dealt  with  by  isolation  at  their  ordinary  berths.” 
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5.  Particulars  of  standing  exemptions  from  the  provisions  of  Article  14, 

The  following  is  a  list  of  diseases  for  which  exemption  under 
Article  14  has  been  granted,  the  practice  in  this  respect  being 
similar  to  that  adopted  by  the  Liverpool  Authority  : — 

Acute  Polio-Encephalitis. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  (Cerebro-Spinal  Fever) 

Chicken  Pox 
Continued  Fever 
Diphtheria 

Dysentery

All  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Victoria  University, 
Manchester. 
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10.  Arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  disease 
among  sailors  under  international  arrangements. 

Enquiries  are  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  ascertain  if  any 
members  of  the  crew  are  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease.  Leaflets 
are  distributed  showing  various  places  where  treatment  may  be 
obtained.  The  desirability  of  leaflets  and  posters  printed  in  the 
various  languages  commonly  understood  by  the  seamen  generally 
frequenting  the  port  is  under  consideration. 


Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease. 


The  only  information  available  as  to  the  treatment  of  seamen 
in  the  Port  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  is  that  supplied  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Salford  Municipal  Centre.

11.  Arrangements  for  the  interment  of  dead. 

If  the  ship  does  not  carry  a  surgeon  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  would  examine  the  body  and  report  to  the  Coroner. 
Interment  would  be  supervised  by  Officers  of  the  Authority  in 
collaboration  with  the  shippers  or  the  Public  Assistance  Committee, 
according  to  circumstances. 


12.  Other  matters,  if  any,  requiring  or  receiving  attention. 

Rat-infested  ships  from  plague  infected  ports  but  possessing 
a  valid  certificate  are  dealt  with  according  to  the  circumstances.

No  case  of  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox  or  typhus 
occurred  and  no  plague -infected  rats  were  found  on  vessels  within  the 
Port  during  1933.  No  severe  outbreak  of  malaria  occurred  on  any 
ship  arriving  in  the  Port  daring  the  year. 
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The  following  information  was  elicited  as  to  cases  of  infectious 
sickness  occurring  on  Manchester-bound  vessels. 

SMALLPOX. 

Two  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  to  have  occurred  on 
Manchester-bound  vessels.  One  case  was  removed  to  hospital  at 
Alexandria  and  the  other  to  hospital  at  Abadan.  In  both  cases  dis¬ 
infection  was  carried  out  at  the  above  poits. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  case  was  reported  during  the  year,  being  removed  to  hospital 
at  St.  Vincent,  Cape  Verde  Islands,  where  disinfection  was  carried  out. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Three  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  In  one  case  a  passenger 
was  being  isolated  in  the  ship’s  hospital  until  the  vessel  reached  her 
home  port.  The  other  two  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  at  Liverpool 
and  Avonmouth  respectively. 

PNEUMONIA. 

Five  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  In  one  case  a  greaser 
died  on  board  the  vessel  at  Runcorn  and  was  removed  to  the  mortuary 
there.  An  inquest  was  held,  the  cause  of  death  being  given  as  due  to 
“pneumonia  and  fatty  heart.”  Of  the  other  four  cases,  one  died  and 
was  buried  at  sea,  one  was  removed  to  hospital  at  Colombo,  one  to 
hospital  at  Mobile  and  one  to  hospital  at  the  Bahamas. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


One  case  occurred,  the  patient  being  removed  to  Ladywell  Sana¬ 
torium. 


MALARIA. 


Fifteen  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Two  cases  were  re¬ 
moved  to  hospital  at  Liverpool,  ten  to  hospital  at  Curacao  and  three 
cases  were  treated  on  board. 


CHICKEN-POX. 

Two  cases  were  reported,  both  on  the  same  vessel.  Both  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital  at  Genoa. 

DYSENTERY. 

One  case  occurred,  being  removed  to  hospital  at  New  Orleans.

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V.— MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS. 

1.  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague: — 

(a)  In  ships  in  the  Port.  All  vessels  from  infected  ports  receive 

very  particular  attention,  being  boarded  in  the  River  Mersey 
and  the  crew  examined  by  the  Liverpool  Port  Medical  Officer. 
Immediately  on  docking  in  Manchester,  careful  enquiry  is  made 
as  to  presence  of  rats  on  board  and  as  to  any  evidence  of  plague 
amongst  the  rats.  Examination  is  made  to  determine  presence 
or  otherwise  of  rodents,  dead  or  alive.  A  ratcatcher  is 
employed  during  stay  in  port  when  deemed  necessary  and 
samples  are  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination. 

(b)  On  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  port. 

Samples  of  the  rat  population  from  the  docks,  quays,  sheds 
and  warehouses  are  obtained  periodically  for  examination, 
from  the  ratcatcher  employed  by  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal 
Company. 

2.  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between  ships 
and  the  shore: — 

With  the  exception  of  coastwise  vessels  all  vessels  must  have 
ratguards  fitted  to  their  mooring  lines,  the  moorings  wrapped  in 
tarred  burlap  and/or  the  hawse-pipes  blocked  with  canvas  or 
fenders  during  their  stay  in  port.  Gangways  are  lighted  and 
the  lifting  of  them  about  2  ft.  from  the  quay  is  recommended. 

3.  Methods  of  deratisation  of 

(a)  Ships.  ( i )  By  fumigation  with  either  S02  or  HCN.  Fumigations 

are  carried  out  by  private  firms  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authority,  (ii)  Trapping  and  poisoning  by  rat¬ 
catchers  employed  by  the  shippers. 

( b )  Premises  in  the  vicinity  of  docks  or  quays.  A  wholetime  rat¬ 

catcher  is  employed  by  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  Company, 
who  uses  traps  and  ferrets. 
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4.  Measures  taken  for  the  detection  of  rat  prevalence  in  ships  and 
on  shore.  Ships  :  Inspection  of  vessels  for  runs,  nests,  har¬ 
bourages,  excreta,  gnawings  and  damage  to  cargo.  On  shore 
the  inspection  is  carried  out  by  officers  of  the  Ship  Canal 
Company. 

5.  Rat-proofing. 

(a)  To  what  extent  are  docks,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  rat-proof  ? 

Some  sheds  in  No.  8  Dock  and  all  in  No.  9  Dock  are  of  rat-proof 
construction,  being  built  entirely  of  reinforced  concrete.  The 
other  sheds  and  warehouses  are  built  of  brick. 

(b)  Action  taken  to  extend  rat-proofing. 

( i )  In  ships.  During  course  of  routine  inspections  the  inspectors 

draw  the  attention  of  the  persons  concerned  to  any  part  of  the 
vessel  where  rat-proofing  could  be  employed. 

(ii)  On  shore.  The  Authority  has  no  jurisdiction  over  land  or  shore 
premises. 


RATS  DESTROYED  DURING  1933. 
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During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  rats 
destroyed  on  shipboard.  The  total  number  obtained  from  ships  was 
867  ;  and  from  dock  premises  by  the  ratcatcher  employed  by  the 
Manchester  Ship  Canal  Company  1279.  On  shipboard,  trapping 
accounted  for  576,  of  which  number  214  were  from  ships  arriving 
from  Infected  Ports,  and  291  were  destroyed  as  a  result  of  the 
18  fumigations  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  measures  adopted  for  the  control  of  rats  within  the 
Port,  include  careful  enquiries  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  all 
necessary  directions  as  to  measures  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  transit 
of  rodents  between  ships  and  shore.  The  Inspectors  have  reported 
evidence  of  infestation  on  nine  vessels  during  the  year.  There  has  been 
no  excessive  mortality  or  disease  amongst  rats  reported.  58  rats 
have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  (see  Tables  E 
and  F,  page  27).  There  were  1404  special  “  rat  inspections  ”  made 
during  the  year,  278  by  Inspector  Richmond  at  places  towards  the 
Liverpool  end  of  the  Port,  and  1126  by  Inspector  Jennings  at  the 
Manchester  end.  Ships  found  without  rat-guards  in  position  were  236. 
In  addition  519  re-visits  were  made  to  note  if  and  in  what  manner 
instructions  had  been  carried  out.

Conditions  described  as  due  to  “  dirt,  vermin  or  other  conditions  pre¬ 
judicial  to  health  ”  are  somewhat  weighted  by  the  number  of  vessels 
having  completed  their  voyage  and  paid  oh  at  this  Port.  After  an 
extensive  voyage  seamen  are  apt  to  leave  their  quarters  in  such  a 
dirty  and  untidy  condition  as  to  call  for  action  by  the  Authority’s 
inspectors  and  an  otherwise  satisfactory  vessel  may  be  included  as 
an  “  insanitary  ”  ship.  The  actual  number  of  vessels  infested  with 
vermin  is  really  small.  Caution  is  therefore  necessary  in  the 
interpretation  of  statements  of  the  number  of  vessels  classed  as 
“  insanitary.” 
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Particulars  of  the  defective  conditions  tabulated  in  Table  J  are 
detailed  below.  Most  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  due  to 
natural  wear  and  tear  and  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  securing  the 
appropriate  remedy.

FOOD  INSPECTION. 


A  list  of  expected  arrivals  is  provided  by  the  Ship  Canal  Company 
each  week.  Each  morning  the  junior  clerk  visits  the  Dock  Offices 
of  the  Company,  and  obtains  from  the  “ slate”  a  list  of  vessels  in  dock 
or  proceeding  up  the  Canal.  The  name  of  any  vessel  likely  to  have 
food  studs  on  board  is  entered  in  a  Day  Book  for  the  Food  Inspectors, 
who  duly  note  the  position  of  such.  If  a  vessel  is  not  actually  in  dock, 
but  is  due  shortly,  the  inspector  ascertains  where  it  will  berth,  and 
during  the  course  of  his  daily  round  ascertains  what  food-stuffs  (if  any) 
there  are  on  board.  In  the  case  of  vessels  from  Continental  and  Scandi¬ 
navian  ports  this  information  can  usually  be  obtained  at  least  one  day 
previous  to  the  vessel’s  arrival  from  the  offices  of  the  Canal  Company 
or  the  agents — at  whose  offices  a  copy  of  the  ship’s  manifest  is  often 
available,  having  been  received  by  post. 

At  8-30  a. m.  each  day  the  Canal  Company  issue  a  list  showing 
the  vessels  in  the  Canal,  and  a  similar  one  is  provided  at  2-30  p.m. 

On  visiting  a  point  at  which  any  vessel  is  berthed  the  Food  In¬ 
spector  inspects  a  copy  of  the  manifest,  and  enters  into  his  notebook 
details  of  all  food-stuffs  included  in  the  cargo.  The  Authority  sub¬ 
scribes  to  the  Customs  Bill  of  Entry,  a  copy  of  which  arrives  daily, 
from  which  all  details  of  food  cargoes  are  abstracted,  and  are  checked 
by  comparison  with  the  particulars  obtained  from  the  manifest. 

Another  illustration  of  checking,  both  as  regards  quantities  and 
quality,  is  provided  by  the  catalogues  issued  by  the  various  Fruit 
Brokers.  All  fruit  and  vegetables  sold  by  such  firms  are  graded  ac¬ 
cording  to  soundness  or  otherwise,  and  a  catalogue  issued  before  each 
sale  gives  full  details  of  the  amounts  and  condition  of  the  various 
articles  offered  for  sale.  Copies  of  such  catalogues  are  obtained  each 
day  when  there  is  a  sale,  and  an  inspector  can  ascertain  from  these 
the  condition  of  any  particular  consignment.  It  is  agreed  between  the 
Brokers  and  the  Authority  that  any  consignments  which  show  50  per 
cent,  of  unsound  (“wasty”)  shall  be  sorted  on  the  quay  by  the  buyers 
under  our  supervision.

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IMPORTATION  OF  JOINTS  OF  MEATS. 


Food  Inspection  in  this  Poit  requires  the  exercise  of  great  vigilance 
owing  to  the  operation  of  what  is  known  as  the  “Direct  Traffic”  system. 
A  special  rate  is  quoted  by  the  Ship  Canal  Company  for  all  traffic 
loaded  direct  to  road  transport  vehicles,  railway  stock,  or  barges,  and 
Importers  take  every  opportunity  of  securing  this  facility.  All  frozen 
meat  is  handled  in  this  manner,  and  although  there  is  refrigerated 
space  provided  at  one  berth,  it  has  not,  for  a  great  number  of  years, 
been  used  for  the  storage  of  meat.  Only  a  cursory  examination  of  such 
imported  ;meat  is  therefore  possible,  and  if  any  damage  or  disease 
is  found,  it  generally  entails  handing  over  the  inspection  by  the  Port 
Authority  to  the  Local  Authority  of  the  district  to  which  the  particular 
consignment  is  to  be  delivered.  The  importation  of  joints  and  other 
small  portions  or  carcases  tends  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  efficient 
inspection  at  this  Port,  owing  to  the  lack  of  accommodation  and 
facilities  for  defrosting  before  examination  and  re-hardening  afterwards. 
It  is  therefore  essential  that  every  portion  of  permitted  imports  should 
be  thoroughly  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  and  bear  evidence 
of  this  on  the  particular  part.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
the  Certificate  from  the  country  of  origin  can  be  implicitly  relied  upon.

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REPORT  ON  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  CANAL 

BOATS  ACTS,  1877-84. 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1933. 


(1)  The  following  Inspectors  have  been  appointed  by  the 
Authority  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  viz.

Walter  Richmond,  for  Section  B  (Latchford  to  Eastham). 

No  Inspector  devotes  his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  inspections 
under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts.  Their  primary  duty  is  the  supervision  of 
shipping  registered  under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts,  and  they  are 
only  required  to  inspect  canal  boats  at  such  times  as  they  can  spare 
from  their  other  duties. 

For  the  purposes  of  administration,  the  Port  is  divided  into  two 
sections,  viz.  : —  from  Eastham  to  Latchford,  including  Widnes  and 
Warrington,  with  headquarters  at  Runcorn,  and  from  Latchford  to 
Manchester,  with  headquarters  at  Manchester.  Each  section  is 
under  the  control  of  an  Inspector,  who  is  directly  and  solely  responsible 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  proper  supervision  of  his  district. 

A  motor  boat  is  in  daily  use  on  the  lower  reaches  of  the  canal,  and 
this  enables  the  Inspector  to  keep  under  constant  supervision  canal 
boats  using  the  Port  at  various  points. 

(2)  During  the  year  there  has  been  an  increase  of  50  inspections 
compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year.  On  the  Runcorn  section 
of  the  canal  5S4  inspections  were  made,  showing  an  increase  of  76 
from  the  previous  year’s  number.  On  the  Manchester  section  26 
inspections  were  made,  against  52  during  the  previous  year,  a  decrease 
of  26.

Since  the  Authority  undertook  this  duty  in  1903  the  percentage 
of  canal  boats  found  to  be  defective  has  very  considerably  diminished. 
In  the  year  1907,  65  per  cent,  were  found  defective ;  in  1917  the  percen¬ 
tage  was  28  and  in  1927  this  was  reduced  to  25  per  cent.  The  figure  of 
14-6  per  cent,  for  the  year  1933  is  the  lowest  on  record.

If  the  answers  to  all  the  questions  on  page  1  are  “  NO,”  and  the  vessel  has 
not  called  during  the  previous  six  weeks  at  any  of  the  above- 
mentioned  infected  Ports,  the  Master  need  not  communicate  with  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authority  unless  directed  to  do  so  by  a  Customs  Officer. 

This  Form  must  be  delivered  to  a  Customs  Officer  or  an  Officer  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority,  whichever  shall  first  board  the  vessel.  The 
Officer  receiving  the  Declaration  of  Health  shall  forward  it  to  the 
Sanitary  Authority. 

The  maximum  penalty  for  breach  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  1933,  is
